HARRISON AND ‘MORTON ELECTED. 


Beenes in the Hovse During the Proceed. 
ings—Several Amusing Mistakes Made 
~—Deciarations of the Iicsult, Etc. 

Wasitixetox, Febrnary 15,—The chamber 
of the house présented a lively scene this 
morning. Althongh nothing of a sensational 
character was expected, the galleries were 
filled an hour before noon by a crowd of inter- 
ested spectators who were eager to Ww itness the 
ceremonies attending the counting ef the 
electoral vote. Ladies were ina large major- 
ity, and, with their handsome cos:umes, 
forined a pretty frame to the kaleidescopic 
picture presented on the floor below. The 
corridors in the rear of. the galieries were 
thronged with sightseers, who were cont nted 
if, by rising on their tip toes, they covld glance 
more foriunate persons 
who had secured a foothold in the doorways. 
may ladies were on the floor pleading with 
members for passes to the already overliowing 
galleries. 

Ata«uarter before twelve, the 
doorkeeper requested ali persons not entitled 
to the privileges of the floor to retire and the 
crowd in the corridors was augmented by 
number of stragglers who had been lolling 
back in the seats of the members, lazily sur- 
veying the surroundings. Beside the speak- 
er’s chair was placed one for Senator Ingalls, 
who as presiding officer of the senate, was to 
preside over the joint assembly and in the area 
in front of the clerk’s desk were placed a num- 
ber of richly upholstered chairs and lounges. 
for the accommodation of senators. 

At noon the speaker's gavel hushed the hum 
of conversation, andthe chaplain made thie 
following invocation :

TWO SETS FROM OREGON. 

The state of Oregon having been 
the presiding officer said: 

The president of the senate has received two 
certificates and two other papers purporting to 
be certificates from the state of Oregon. As 
required by law he opens them all and delivers 
them to the tellers who will read, if there be no 
objection, only that which is authenticated by 
the certificate of the electors. aud certified by 
the governor of the of Oregon to have 
been duly appointed in such state as appears in 
the copy of such certificate transmitted to the 
two houses of congress by the secretary ol 
state. 

After a pause, Senator Manderson satd: 

The tellers have examined the different certificates 
presented to them, ai tind but one in duplicate, 
that is certified by the governor of the state of 
Vrevon over the great seal of that state. It scems to 
te in due form and by it it ap} ears that Benjamin 
Harrison, of Indiana, recelyed three votes for presi- 
dent and Leyi P. Morton three votes for vice- 
jp resi: de nt. * 

There was no objection to the vote being so 
counted, 

The certificates from remaining states having 
been examined by the tellers and their contents 
announced to the joint assembly, a Juil of a few 
minutes enabled the tellers to foot up their 
figures. 

Then Senator Manderson, on behalf of the 
tellers, announced the result of their labors. 
The presiding officer upon receiving the result

THE JOINT MEETING DISSOLVED.” 

No demonstration of applause followed this 
declaration, and Senator Ingalls proceeded:

Liis Report on the Alleged Texas 
Election Outrages. 

WASHINGTON, February —Mr. Hale pre- 
senied the conference report on the diplomatic 
and consular appropriation bill, which was 
agreed to, after a statement by Mr Hale (in re- 
ply toa question of Mr. Sherman’s) that the 
appropriation of half a million for the protec- 
tion of American interests in Samoa was re- 
tained, and that the appropriation of $100,000 
for acoaling station at Pago Pago had been 
transferred'to the naval appropriation bill, 
which bad passed the senate yesterday. Oth- 
erwise there were no substantial changes in the . 
diplomatic bill. 

THE ELECTORAL COENT. 

On motion of Mr. Hoar it was ordered that 
at five minutes before 1 o'clock today the 
senate shall leave its chamber and proceed to 
the hall of the house of representatives, there 
to take partin the proceedings for the ascer- 
tainment and counting of the electoral vote. 

A question had been raised by Mr. Sherman 
asto the emission of the usual notitication 
from the house; but that was accounted for by 
Mr. Hoar on the ground that now for the first 
time, the proceeding es were provided for by 
statute, so that notification Was unnecessary. 

The presiding office 3 at five minutes before 
one o'clock announced that the time had ar- 
rived for the execution of theorder of the sen- 
ate, and the senators thereupon, headed by 
the ofiicers of that body, proceeded to the hail 
of the house of representatives. 

RESUMING. REGULAR BUSIN 

The senate returned to its own chamber at 
2:25, when Mr. Manderson, on behalf of the 
se nate teller, reported the result of the count- 
ine and ascertainment of the electoral votes 
for president and vice- promeent of the United 
States. The report was ordered to ve entered 
at length on the journal. 

T he: presiding of er then announced that 
the senate resumed Consideration of the reso- 
lution reporte d from the committee on 
privileges and elections, Instructing that com- 
inittee to revise the existing law regulatingthe 
election of members of congress and Mr. 
Mvarts p ~ eeded with his argument in its sup- 
port. He began by a review of the canvass 
and election in Washington county, Texas, in 
ISSG, spoke of disturbances at the polis and 
proscription of republicans and read the peti- 
tion of Hackwortli, Moore and Schutzé to the 
senate, Which had brought about the investi- 
gation and resuited in the report now before 
senate. He reviewed he testimony and read 
extracts from the committce’s report, con- 
cluding with a recommendation for 
careful revision of the existing laws regu- 
lating the elections of members of congress

Wasninaton, February 15.—[Special.J— 
Colonel Elliott is legally entitled to his seat. 

This was the verdict of the house today, de- 
cided by a vote of 145 to to 156. There were 
only two deserters from the ranks of the de- 
mocracy. They were Messrs. Russell, of Mas 
sachusetts, and Wilson, of Minnesota. The 
vote, with the exception of this, was a strictly 
party one, The fact that the democracy held 
together so well was due to the very able 
speeches of Judge Crisp, of Georgia, and Mr. 
Hemphill, of Seuth Carolina. Mr. Hemphill 
said he had never seen the republicans so 
delighted as when they had “the privilege of 
abusing a great section of the country. As to 
the registration law of South Carolina, he de- 
sired to say that it had been put upon the 
Statute books by republicans and was a fair 
aud just law. In one district where 52,000 
colored men were claimed by the republican 
party, only twenty-two were refused registra- 
tion, and not one of them appealed from the 
decision of the registrar. All this gabble and 
talk about the unfair registry law of South 
Carolina was the veriest twaddle, and was in- 
tended to affect results different trom those in- 
volved in this case. He denied that the elec- 
tion laws of South Carolina were intended (as 
had been asserted) to cheat the republicans out 
of their rights. He did not say that they were 
framed for the purpose of putting republicans 
into power. The people of South Caroiina be- 
lieved that 

A WHITE MAN WAS AS GOOD AS A NEGRO. 
They believed that the negro should have all 
his rights, but they did not believe that he 
should have all his rights and the white man's 
rights too, and they did not intend that he 
shonld have them. [Applause.] 

Some gentlemen worked themselves into a 
great passion in talking about the suppression 
of votes in the southern states. The gentle- 
men from Illinois (Mason and Rowell) 
had delivered  phillipies against the 
southern people and had declared that the 
peoete of South Carolina steod convicted be- 
fore the people of the United States of a great 
crime in depriving the negroes of their right to 
vote. The.speech made by the gentleman 
from Illinois (towell) andthe great passion 
he had worked himself into, was proof that 
he did not have very much faith in the strength 
of his case. He had resorted to the old plan 
of abusing the piaintiff when he had nothing 
in the shape of fact to present to the jury. 

A COMPARISON MADE, 

Referring tothe charge that part of the vote 
in the south had been suppressed, Mr. Hemp- 
hill said that in 1884 California had cast 58,8 
per cent. of her vote; Alabama 59 per cent.; 
Conneticut had cast 77.4 per cent., andF lorida 
97 per cent.; Maine—the home offthe greatest 
living statesinan, in the opinion of many men 
—had cast 69.1 per cent., and _Tennessee 78.6 
percent. The southern states had cast 12,2 
per cent. more yotes in proportion to their 
population than an equal number of states in 
the north. Downin Flofida it took 28 268 
men to elect a member of this house, but in 
Massac husetts—a land in whieh the breezes 


with’ the { tree dom of her inhabitants—it took 
only 20,440 men to send a representative to 
congress. 
THE DLACKS AND WHITES AGREE. 
‘“Hlow many does it take in South Caro- 
lina?’’ queried Mr, Milliken, of Maine, aura 


republican applause. 

“T will answer that,’’ responded Mr. Hemp- 
hill. “I do not say we cast so many votes in 
South Carolina, for we have about come to a 
happy state among white aud black alike, that 
when the peop le get a good democrat in, they 
let him stay in and ni ke no opposition to him. 

(Applause aud laughter.] In Rhode Island, 
continued Mr. Hemphill, it took 6,650 votes to 
elect the representative from the first district, 
while it took 15,600 votes to elect the represen- 
tative from the second district. According to 
repubhean logic there was a suppression of 
votes some where about here. Ifthe people of 
the south were doing the Same thing, the gen- 
tlemen from Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
could not say that they were doing anything 
better. If, because the people of Sowth Caro- 
lina did not choose to cast their ballot, the 
gentlemen were going to argue upon the cen- 
sus that there had been a suppression of the 
vote, let them apply the same rule to Massa- 
chusetts and Rhhde Island. All the people of 
the south asked was fairtreatment. If the 
colored men were so dear to the people of. the 
north (and he was not going to express undu 
aifection for them) why did not some of ’ 
northern states 

ELECT A COLORED MAN TO CONGRESS) 
and make aliving example of his fitness to 
make laws for the people of the United States. 
There were a number of states in the north 
which would not have the glimmer of a chance 
of being c:rried by the republicans except for 
the colored race. The colored people had been 
full fledged citizens since 1568, and yet in the 
northern states, which had a colored vote 
which could keep the republican party in, or 
turn it out, nota single instance had there 
been of a man elected to congress who hada 
tinge of color in his bleod. 

“Can you name a northern state ?”’ broke in 
Mr. Hopkins, of Ilinois,—‘*where the colored 
vote is 20 per cent of the entire vote?” 

“Oh,” replied Mr. Hemphill, ‘‘then it comes 
to this—that unless there are in a district 
enough negro votes to put in a man of color, 
he never gets there. [Applause and laughter. | 
If you want colored cu to vote for a white 
man and if the colored man is as good as the 
white man, why does not the white man 
occasionally vote for the colored man? 
[ Laughter. |

THE REPUBLICANS STIRRED UP. 

“Oh,” cried Mr. Hemphill, (sarcastically), 
“T know that. I have never known a colored 
man ina district in a north state who had 
the assurance or presumption to suppose that 
they would elect him to office, even if he did 
aspire to it. on the democratic 
side.) 

This last remark of Mr. Hemphill’s aroused 
the republicans, and Messrs. Cheadle, Funs- 
ton, Owen, Rowell and others were on their 
feet plying Mr. Hemphill with questions 
which neither he nor anybody else was able to 
hear on account of the great confusion in the 
louse, the mingling of Voices and the persist- 
ent deinand for the ' ‘regu lar order.”’

been served upon them that if they did not 
leaye town in ten days they would receive 
saimmary punishment, and notice had been 
served upon their employer that if they were 
not discharged his factory would 
be burned down In Rhode Island 
until recently if a colored man insured his 
life and died, his relatives could 
not get more than two thirds of his insurance 
money. [Laughter.| The legislature, after 
twenty years, had suddenly become aroused 
apd had passed laws to prevent insurance 
companies from swindling colored men out of 
one-third of their money. At Fort Scott, in 
Kenaas, colored childrea had been turned out 
of t 6 white schools.

Mr. Gvilinger of New Hampshire, here took a 
hand in the discussion by asking Mr. Hemp- 
hill if he did not know that Ohio had elected 
a megro as a member of the electoral college. 

Mr. Hemphill replied that, he knew that a 

negre did sometime slip into an office that had 
ho gviary connected with it [applause,] but » 
thax’ white man. He (Mr. Hemphill) did 
not know any people more interested in having 
a free ballot and fair count and some just s0- 
lution of the negro problem, than the people 
of the south. 

LODGE ON HiS FEET. 

Mr. Lodge, of Massachusetts, said that the 
argument of the gentleman from South Caro- 
Jina, (Hemphill) was the old,ola,argument tha 
Syou re another,’’ It was an argument that 
because one wrong existed it could be bal- 
anced by saying that another wrong existed 
somewhere else. Two wrongs had never made 
aright and they never would. Because, the 
fundamental rights of the black citizen were 
torn up by the roots in South Carolina, it was 
no answer tosay that there were here and 
there instances of race prejudice against him 
in the north. He (Ledge) did not 
stand here to falsify the facts of 
history or to say that the conduct 
of the nérth towards the black man in all the 
years that had gone by had been without fault 
aud without mistake.

into slavery. And she had expiated that crime 
with the blood of her best and bravest in every 
battlefield of the rebellicn, fapplwuse on the 
republican side], and the gentlemen 
from the south could not now, by 
saying that black laws had been placed 
on the northern statute books in deference 
to the bidding of the south, alter facts of his- 
tory. ‘There might be instances of race preju- 
dice in the north. If there were, every right 
thinking man in the north regretted them and 
wished to have them stopped. But that did 
not excuse the refusal of the right of suffrage 
in the southern states. It was no answer to 
say that because a group of men here and 
there in the north manifested an unworthy 
racejprejudice that men in the south had the 
right to deprive the black men 
of the rights granted to them by the constitu- 
tion. 

He then went on to review the methods 
which he said were practiced in the south to 
stifle the voice of the majority, saying that it 
had conre to such a pass that in Arkansas 
fraud bad begun with the plunder of the bal- 
lot boxes and ended with the murder of a con- 
testant. The secretary of state of Tennessee 
had been putting obstacles inthe way of de- 
liyery ef a certificate to the man elected on the 
face of the returns. The governor of West 
Virginia had withheld certificates from two 
republican congressmen elected on the face of 
the returns. Did the gentlemen suppose that 
thejpeople of the north were going to submit to 
sncha thingasthat. It was absolutely the 
most revolutionary step that could be 
taken. These men had undertaken to seize 
the powers of the house, to judge of the elec- 
tion of its members, and to say who should 
constitute the majority of the American con- 


gress. It wasa partof the same evil system.

A VOICE FROM MICHIGAN. 

Mr. Tarsney, of Michigan, said that he must 
protest against the assumption by the republi- 
cans that they were the sole guardians of the 
colored man. Thé highest law he knew was 
the constitution and. his own understanding, 
and when the republicans insisted that the 
colored man was entitled to a seat in this 
house they were in error. When they spoke 
of gerrymandering South Carolina districts he 
could show them a district in a northern 
State, made by a re publi ean legislature, 
8 was 20 miles long by 27 miles wide. He 

jad seen a8 much bulldozing at the polls in the 
bet as he h: ad seen recounted on the page of 
papers before this house. He favored a fair, 
free ballot, but when the republicans sought 
to dr aw sectional lines they were making a 
mistake, and when they asked him to vote to 
seat a man whom he belieyed was net elected 
they made another. 

Mr. Rowell, of Lilinois, closed the debate for 
the republicans, saying that notwithstanding 
all of the assaults made upon it, Robert 
Smalis’s majority of 129 votes still lived.

MR. CRISP CLOSES THE ARGUMENT. 

Mr. Crisp, in concluding the argument for 
the majority of the committee, denied the 
truth of the general statements that had been 
made touching election outrages in the south. 
There was nothing about southern elections 
that was not as fair and as well calculated to 
secure an untrammeled expression of views as 
inan election in any other section. When 
there was no party contest—as for instance in 
local elections—the vote was large. When 
there was a general election, the vote was 
small. Because it was small some persons as- 
sumed there had been intimidation. hat was 
beacause they did not understand the southern 
people. In his case the republicans made no 
nominations against him and there was noth- 
ing to call out a heavy vote. In one or two 
counties the polls were not even opened. ‘The 
truth was that the republicans wanted to be- 
lieve that the democratic party in the south 
was doing something wrong. They 
thought that after the war, which 
freed the colored man, .they had bound 
him to them forever; that he would 
continue to send men here for northern repub- 
licans to use. They did not understand that 
the great majority of the colored men of the 
south cared very little which party was in 
power; that they were utterly indifferent to 
the great issues which occupied the gentlemen 
inthe north. When the republicans *found 
that there was a great mass of: voters which 
they expected to control indelinitely for favors 
they had granted, but could not, they asked 
what was the reason. Then some petty 
and insinuating rogue, to get himself 
an office, devised the slander which had been 
circulated in the north. There had been no 
regular republican organization in the south 
for vears except to nominate delegates to the 
national conventions. It would not become 
him (Crisp) to state the inducement they had 
to send these delegates to those conventions.

Mr. Crisp replied that here was a gentleman 
considered fit to represent a great state in 
congress. Hecameto the house as a repre- 
sentative, and, either through the grossest 
ignorance or malice, he sought not only to 
misrepresent him (Crisp), but to misrepresent 
the distinguished gentleman who presided 
over the deliberations of the house. [Demo- 
cratic applause.| Everybody Knew that state 
ment was inaccurate. 

Mr. Crisp, resuming his line of argument, 
stated that the republican party had disfran- 
chised the District of Columbia because of the 
negro vote.

Northen : 

Gesatlemen of the Convention: For some time 
past the press aud the people of the state have been 
anxiously inqniring into the financial condition of 
the farmers.

An eminent divine of this 
state, bevinning a discourse upon the doctrines 
eculfar to his eburen said: ‘It is well oceasional

sueceeds best who knows most thoroughly his en- 
vironments, and maxes himself most familiar with 
the details of his business in their relation to bis 
profit and his loses. 

YOUR BUSINESS AND MINE 

are not exceptions tg this rule. We will suceecd as 
individuals, and as @ class only as we understand 
the influences that effect us, andthe means that 
eontrolthem. What are the bindrances to success- 
ful agriculture in Georgiaand atthesonth? Ican 
not believe there is any question that demands 
more ijmperatively your investigation and your 
solution. tr is a matter vital toyou and vital to me, 
and vital alike not only to all the farmers of the 
state, but vital to all classes of our Citizens. In 
every Lome, however humble, and {in every man- 
sion, however magnificent. your policy and your 
success determine the destiuy of the poorand the 
rich alike, Have our energies falled and our possi- 
bilities departed’ latriotism forbids the one; the 
God of the harvests is pledged against the other.

A LARGE FALLING OFF, 
while other sections, devoted to other industries, 
made sufficient increase to cover the losses from 
farming and add $122,000,C00 to the atate since 1579.

industrial pursuits have received great impe- 


tus during the past fifty years, but agriculture 
Jess than any. This was because science had 
been less utilized in investigating the prob- 
ems of agriculture. A hundred thousand 
useless experiments had been made by men 
not famiilar with the scientific principle un- 
derlying agriculture. To find a remedy for in- 
sect pests requires a knowledge of science; 
their habitsand what affects them, and at 
what time of the year it may be applied. Other 
things are the same way. 

Professor If, C. White emphasized what Dr. 
Jones said about experiments and added the 
suggestion that as acid phosphate is 25 per 
eent Shigher this year, and farmers had short 
crops last fall, they might meet the emergency 
by using less phosphate in their composts. It 
was probable that in almost all Georgia farms 
there was excess of phosphate in the soil, accu- 
mulated through many years, and that would 
teke the place of part of the quantity they had 
been buying. He then opened up the big sub- 
ject of 

GHORGIA MARL BEDS. 

Circumstances seem to conspire, he said. to 
bring about the use and development of mar] 
beds in Georgia. These deposits contain as 
high as two per cent of acid phosphate in the 
form of carbonate of lime. The mar! beds are 
found in the new formations south of a line 
between Columbus and Savannah, on the 
Chattahoochee river and on the coast. There 
are very rich beds of yellow marl near Bruns- 
wick, on Colonel’s island. The marl beds of 
New Jersey, Professor White said, had revo- 
intionized the agriculture of that state, and 
were developed under the auspices ot the New 
Jersey university and experimental stations. 
Professor White said he thought that the ex- 
pense of fertilizers was taking the life blood 
from the farnis, and the marl beds were des- 
tinned to bring relef. For the fertilization of 
the land the marl beds could be made to 
answer, and would be cheap. Asit could be 
mixed for 25 cents a ten, it could be profitably 
used ata cost of one to live dollars a ton. 

ANSWERING QUESTIONS, 

Then followed a ‘‘quiz’’ and Professor White 
answered a number of questions. Salt, he 
said, contained no plant food, though it some 
times helped to assimilate the other plant food 
mm the soil, bat it was dangerous to use.

They are in the center of the best portion of the 
state, and they are representative. I shall gono 
further into details than to say of the 138,000 farms 
in Georgia, 50,000 of them are run by indolent ten- 
ants in the absence of the landlords. To each plow 
upon such farms are furnished annually about one 
ton of guano, forty bushels of corn and 2 unds 
of meat to produce twe bales of cotton, thirteen 
bushels of corp, three pecks of potatoes. Fifty 
thonsauds farmers in Georgia are sutiering from 
their own waste, and, by the idleness and 
plunder they encourage, demoralizing tor 
miles about them the labor that 
would be praductive and prosperous. Fifty 
thousand farmers in Georgia ruining its agriculture, 
and bringing our lauds below the recognition of 
capital, banks and money centres. Fifty thousand 
farms in Georgia destroying the confidence of busi- 
ness, and putting all farmers at a disadvantage in 
trade while they indulge an idleness that featers 
with corruption as foul as putritication ftself. Fifty 
thousand farms in Georgia spreading the contagion 
of the social, moral and political poison, rising 
from their neighborhoods the best classes of our

to begin our criticisms upon others. 

WHY NOT BE ECONOMICAL 
and displace a part of our commercial fertilizers 
with barn yard manure?

Barn yard manure is considered bulky and unman- 
ageble, attended with trouble in handling. Our 
farmers throw it away aud buy concentrated fer- 
tilizers for convenience of application.

LOCATING A BLIND TIGER. 


JUDGE 
IS IN HO@SBTON COUNTY, 


While the Party Convicted Thinks That It 
is Not-—Maps Brought Out to Settle the 
Question. 

Perry, Ga., February 15.—[Special.]—A 
curious case was tried before Judge Miller, of 
the connty court. It illustrates the efforts to 
destroy the beneffcial operation of our county 
prohibition law in and around Fort Valley, 
which have recently been the subject of cor- 
respondence in Tur CownsrirutTion and of 
comment by our county newspapers. 

THE CASE STATED. 

James H. Bartley, a white man, 
raigned for violating our prohibition law. The 
proof was that he was selling liquor within 2} 
miles of Fort Valley. His defense was that 
his place of sale was in Macon county. 

The overwhelming testimony. of the oldest 
and best people was that the liquer shop was 
in Houston. Maps of that section of the 
county were introduced showing the lines be- 
tween Macon and Houston counties. The 
liquor shop was located on southeast corner 
of*lot No. 5, in 8th district of Houston, 
formerly Macon county, and was south of the 
Muscogee railroad. In 1870 the legislature 
put allof the Sth district (then in Macon) 
lying north of this railroad into Houston 
county, and ‘made -the_ railroad’ the 
line. In 1876 the _ legislature again 
changed the line by putting the next tier of 
counties south of the tier in which No. 5 is 
situated, and the lots west of No. 5 to the 
number of four, and other lots below these— 
into Houston; so that all the witnesses swore 
that to reach Macon county in any direction 
from where the liquor shop was situated in 
No. 5, you must travel at least across No. 6, or 
over a half mile. - Bartlett’s defense was that 
the legislature in 1876 by naming the lots by 
numbers then put into Houston and not nam- 
ing this fraction of No. 5 south of the railroad 
—though thelots named were between No. 5 
and the new line-—-made this fractien of No. 5 
an “island of Macon county surrounded by 
Houston.’’ 

THE DECISION REACHED. 

Judge Miller did not think so, and found 
defendant guilty and imposed a fine of $360 or 
tweive months in the chain gang. 

‘The prisoner was represented by Hon. W. 
G. Winslow, and Judge A. S. Getis repre- 
sented the state. Counsel for defendant gave 
notice of certrorari.

The New York Sun says that ‘‘manhood 
suffrage is now the rule. To recede from 
it, to limit a man’s right to vote bya 
merely accidental qualification which is not 
justified by fault of his, would be to take a 
step backward.’ 

This is very fine, but it is not conc lusive. 
In the first place, a man has no right to 
vote. Ile votes at the pleasure and will of 
the state. I[tis not a man’s fault that he is 
born a foreigner, but a foreigner cannot 
vote in these states until he has served a 
term of provationary citizenship. It is not 
a man’s fault that he is not born twenty- 
one years of age, and yet a native must be 
twenty-one years of age before he can exer- 
cise the privilege of suffrage. 

Moreover, @ man may be unable to pay 
his state and county taxes promptly. In 
Georgia, {f these are not paid, he cannot 
vote. He maybe unable to pay his poll- 
tax even, and this disfranchises him. He 
may be prevented from registering by sick- 
ess or other providential cause; but, no 
matter what the cause, he cannot exercise 

*the privilege of suffrage.

General Hovey, Indiana’s new governor, 
has been brought prominently before thie 
public very early in his administration by 
emphasizing his former refusal to pay the 
campaign assessment charged to him by the 
republican state central committee.

AN OLD LADY SEVENTY-FIVE YEARS 
OLDISHILIED IN COLD BLOOD, 
SENSATIONAL CASEIN COBB COUNTY.

is Known to Have Carried Money and the 
Crime Undoubtedly for Purpose of Robbery— 
The Body #ttil Warm When it Was Found—

dence, 

One of the most brntal murders in the his- 
tory of Georgia was committed in Cobb county 
yesterday afternoon about one o'clock. 

The victim is Mrs. Fliza Hargrove, nearly 
seventy-five years old. 

The murder was committed for the purpose 
of robbery, and the only lipsthat could have 
told the stery of the crime are atill in death. 

Th® wéapon uiged was an ax, the skull being 
crushed in twice. Both blows were with the 
pole of the ax, one in the back of the head and 
the other aerossihe right temple. Either was 
sufficient to produce death. 

WHERE AS DONE. 

The murder was Commttted about three 
wiles from Smyrna and about six miles frow 
Marietta. 

The house is an ~dld- fashioned frame build- 
ing stafiding about 100. feet from the road. 
There is a porch in front of the house with up- 

ht pillars, and a hall running through ten 
t.wide, with two rooms on each side. 

In front of the house, between the frontz 
and the road, is a grove of young trees. 

Over fifty years ago Asbury Hargrove moved 
into this country. He prospered in time and 
in 1852 the little old-fashioned house was built, 
and here it was that the murder was com- 
mitted. 

Ten years ago the old man died. Since that 
time Mrs. Eliza A. Hargrove, his widow, has

plantation. One son and two daughters were 
living near herand when one of them wg@s not 
at her house the old lady was visiting them, 
and her son assisted in the management of the 
farm. 
rwo YEARS AGO 

a young nan nained James M. Wood, from 
Banks county, came to live with the old lady 
and assist about ihe farm. He was a second 
cousin of hers, and the old Jady was very fond 
of him. 

Yesterday Mr. Asbury Hargrove, or ‘‘Rap”’ 
Hargrove, as he is better known, was building 
achimney at his home, three-quarters of a 
mile from where his mother lived. 

Just aftcor breakfast he went to his mother’s 
house and paid her $40 which he owed. Mrs. 
Hargrove then went back with her son to his 
house. Mr. Wood, 
already gone to Rap Hargrove’s house to as- 
sist in building the chimney. 

The old lady left Rap Hargrove’s house be- 
tween 10:30 and 11 o'clock, saying that she 
was going back to have ‘‘a lonesome dinner.’’ 

About 12:50 Mr. Wood left Rap Hargrove’s 
and started back to the old lady’s for some 
brick and lime. Hewent in a wagon, and 
about one hundred and fifty yards from the 
house he met a white man, about thirty years 
old apparently. 

A MAN WITH A PISTOL. 

“The fellow lad a pistol in his hand when I 
first saw bhim,’’ said Mr. Wood last night, ‘but 
as soon as he saw me coming he shoved the pis- 
tol in his pocket and came straight on towards 
me. When be was even with the wagon he 
asked me the direction to Dick Barfield’s 
house. I gave him directions and went on to 
the house. The fellow was going directly 
away from Bartields. 

I went into the house and upsiairs for the 
brick. I put them in the wagon and out there 
in front of the house I got some lime. I then 
went into cousin’s (Mrs. Hargrove's) room but 
she wasnt there. The trank had _ been 
broken open and - things scattered.

LIKE A MILITARY CAMP. 

When the sherifi’s. posse got back with the 
preacher there were two hundred men in front 
of the old home. A half dozen fires had been 
builtin the grove, and guns were stacked 
against the trees, while a hundred horses were 
near by anda seore or more of buggies and 
wagons. 

It looked like a military camp, and 
men never went to battle with sterner purpose 
than the fariners that came there from miles 
around. Inthe two front rooms were blazing 
fires in the large, old-fashioned fireplaces, and 
both rooms were filled with armed men. 

There was a stir in the camp when the 
preacher was brought, but in a little while all 
was quietagain. The prisoner was carried into 
room No. 1—the old lady’s—and sat thee by 
tie fire guarded by a dozen men. 

‘It wasn’t him. Another man.” 

This time it was a negro. It was known 
that he had been making threats against the 
Hargrove family, and that was all there was 
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to connect him with the crime. Again Pink 
Stephens and the sheriff weut out. Wood 
went too, and six or seven others, and close 
behind Wood walked the man with two load- 
ed pistols. He had been ordered to keep 
W ood, dead or alive, and he meant to do it. 
THE NEGRO 
was found at his home about a mile from the 
Hargrove place, handeuffed and brought in. 

There was another stir in the c camp but it 
quieted down like fhe other. The feeling was 
prevalent that the negro, John Hardeman, 
knew nothing about it. 

He was ec arried into No. 2, just across from 
the preacher, and given 5 bale by the fire 
while a crowd stood guard and some of them 
questioned the negro.

The 
pole of the ax was bloody and there were a few 
gray hairs upon it.

The mouey was kept in two eloth bags 
attached to a string worn around the Waist, 
underneath the dress. 

When Mrs. Hargrove 
pockets, in the dress were open, 
pockets were gone. 

Subsequently they were found by the side of 
the road about two hundred yards from the 
house. They were einpty, and a few feet away 
from them was a pair of black woolen gloves.
